Post-Dispatch Publication and is Killed 
by John A. Cockerill, the Managing 
Editor. 

St. LouIs, Mo., Oct. 14, 


Alonzo W. Slayback, a prominent 
attorney, was shot and killed by John A. 
Cockerill, editor of the Post-Dispatch, this 
city, yesterday afternoon. Witnesses gave 
different versions of the affair,but it was un- 
derstood that Mr. Slayback, actompaniéd 
by a friend, visited the sanctum to 
demand satisfaction for an editorial publi- 
cation. Mr. Cockerill, in a sworn statement 
at the inquest to-day, thus tells the story of 
the tragedy: 


On the evening of the 30th of September a 
social entertainment was given at the rooms 
of the Elk Club. As President of the organiza- 
tion it was my duty to receive and entertain 
guests. About 10 o’clock my attention was 
called to Col. Slayback, who was sitting at a 
table with Mr. H. W. Moore, and others. He 
was speaking in aloud tone, and using vio- 
‘lent language toward the Post-Dispatch. I 
went into a different part of the building to 
avoid hearing his language, for I feared that 
in his excitement he would say something un- 
pleasant to me, and I wished to avoid ascene. 
A half-hour later Mr. Moore spoke to me, and 
said that ve. Spa raek had applied the term 
“blackmailer™ to the editor of the Post- Dis- 
weed and had made serious threats. As this 

1ad taken place in a public assemblage of my 

friends, I felt called upon to ask him for an 
explanation. I went to him in the next room, 
touched him on thearm, and told himI wished 
to speak to him. We went into the small 
room known as the library, the door of which 
was standing open. IY quietly said to 
him: “Colonel, I understand that you 
have made some_ very bitter  pub- 
lic declarations here this evening, 
and I would like to knowif you meant them 
to be personal to me—especially,do you mean 
to apply the term blackmailer tome?” His 
answer was that he had not intended to 
brand me asa blackmatler. He then entered 
upon a bitter tirade of abuse against the pa- 
per, to which I listened quietly, telling him 
at the same time that he was entitled to his 
opinion as to the course of the paper in + 

osing the candidacy of his partner, Mr.

assured him that I had no intent to bully 
him, and that I had simply called him in the 
room to ask for an explanation that was due 
me. I turther assured him that I had always 
entertained a friendly fecling for him; 


had never written a line against him, 
and hoped that I never would, 
He spoke of his partner, Mr. 


Broadhead, and the charges that had been 
made against him, repeating several times 
that he would shoot anybody who would pub- 
lish such things of him. He told me that I 
would be held to account for the course of the 
paper, and declared that before the campaign 
was over he would go on the stu and from 
house to house to denounce thé Post-Dispatch 
and break up its business. There was much 
talk of this character on his part. I assured 
him thatI was at all times in readiness to 
meet any responsibility that belonged to me 
and that when properly called upon would 
render any satisfaction that a gentleman 
could demand. He gave me to understand 
that he held himself subject to the same de- 
mand, and that if occasion ever arose he 
would certainly put me to the test. After still 
further conversation, in which I assured him 
that Ihad no ill-feeling toward him, and in 
which I attempted to show him that he was 
not called upon to go to extreme Jengths in 
maintaining Mr. Broadhead’s candidacy, I 
aueceeding in calming him. He shook my 
hand and we agreed to be friends, I assuring 
him that no act of mine should give him per- 
sonal cause to feel hostile toward me. At his 
invitation we entered the sideboard room 
and took a social drink.

the occasion of the death of -Hon. 
Wm. M. Lowe, the proceedings and 
Resolutions of which were published 
‘in last week‘s GazeTre; 


Gen. Walker, as chairman of the 
Committee, in reporting the Resolu- 
tions, said : 

Mr. Chairman : 

In presenting the Resolutions which 
have been prepared by the Committee, I 
wish to say that the Hon. William M. 
Lowe, was a man of exceptionally rare 
abilities. As a political debator he was the 
only peer in Alabama, of William L. Yan- 
cy. 

Had his conversations been reduced to 
writing they would have been as read- 
able as those of Dr. Johnson. 

Two years ago, when I was assigned to 
meet him in political debate at Tuscumbia, 
I felt that my position was ivfallible. I 
made my speecn and thought it unanswer- 
able; but, when Col. Lowe had concluded 
his reply I had very grave doubts as to 
whether I had been right. 

His speech in his own behalf in the late 
reimarkable contest between himself and 
General Wheeler for the seat in Congress 
was the most exhaustive argument in de- 
fence of the justness of his side of the 
case that could have been made; and if 
posterity will do itself the credit to read it 
carefully, it will certainly be benefitted 
thereby. 

He was a man of great wit and humor, 
and, at times of biting sarcasm—but with~ 
out malice. He uttered his sarcasms, not 
for the purpose of wounding the feelings of 
any one, but because they were too good to 
be lost. It is well known that the Hon. W. 
M. Lowe and myself belonged to different 
political parties, but I have lived long 
enough to learn that all the good men 
dont belong to one political party , nor 
all the bad men to the other. 

Ihonored William M. Lowe, for his 
far-sightedness, his manliness and his 
distinguished ability,

said : 

Mr Chairman : 

I would add afew words in tribute to 
bim who Las passed from amongst us. 

Iam glad, I am gratefal that in the 
course of our lives, there came no jar, and 
that my memory ot a brilliant mind, a rare 
and genial humor, an afluble courteous, 
courtly presence bears with it for me no 
counter pictare. His mind was, I have 
often thought, like a conservatory tilled with 
exotics, his diligent gleanings trom the 
| tield of letters, and no florist could utilize

;ures. Audif amid its beauties were found 
the flowers of fragrance too overpoweriug

mide ourselves and.our departed brother. 

One week ago I met him for the last time 
and our converse was mostly upon music, 
that bright-souled Goddess at wiose shrine 
we are still, I am sure, joint worshippers. 

I recalied the rich melody of his voice in 
song as it had often thrilled me, and spoke 
of my regret at his apparent loss of sv rare 
a gift, I hear distinctly now, bis whisper - 
| ed tones which, by the very contrast, bring 
to mind the clarion notes of one of his fin- 
| est songs. The refrain of that song is all 
| I wish to add here. 

‘A thousand fathoms deep” be 
buried the _ bitterness engendered 
by party and factional strife. So deep be 
it buricd for ns all that continue in life’s 
battle field, if that be possible; but surely 
be it buried forever towards him, into the 
solemnity of whose rest today, each one of 
us shall surely pass—dare any of us assert 
that he will pass into that rest as wor- 
thily? —-and, as we hope for God’s mercy 
in judgment on us, letus kindle the flame 
of a gentle and unjudging temper towards 
our brother, whose fight is fought, whose 
course is ended.

Hon. William M. Lowe, late an able 
member of this Bar, an admired,. respected 
and beloved citizen of Alabama, and a 
member of the Congress of the United 
States, is no more. He beeathed. his life 
away, at the residence of his sister in Hunts 
ville Thursday morning at a quarter of 7 
o'clock, surrounded by sorrowing relations 
and devoted personal friends. 

How sad it is to realize that a life so true 
and taithfal in the public service is ended. 
His earnest and fearless utterances in sup- 
port of what he deemed right; his fierce 
and impassioned denunciations of what he 
thought wrong, are forever hushed. 

His temperament was quick, ardent, mag- 
panimous; he was sincere and frank in his 
professions, honest in his convictions, and 
uncowpromising in principle. The aspi- 
rations of his heart, and the study and la- 
bor of his life, were to perform his duty 
with ability and fidelity. Neither censure 
nor flattery could swerve bim from the 
faithful discharge of his public duties.— 
He was insensible to fear. His good faith 
was kept alike with friend and foe. A 
high and genial courtesy marked his friend 
ly intercourse; and, however prompt was

encesand associations of bome and friends 
would restore him to stronger and renewed 
health, but when, on yestersmorn the sad 
news of his death reached us, we were 
shocked at the snvonucement.

HOME AND FARM. 


—To prevent the color in stockings 
from running, soak them for four or five 
hours before washing in alum water.— 
St. Louis Globe. 

—It is stated by a medical writer that 
earbolic acid diluted with warm water 
and poured into the ear is a sovereign 
cure for earache. 

—To revyove smoke and dust from 
wall paper tie a large piece of clean 
white cloth over a broom and brush the 
wall well; then take a loaf of stale bread 
and cut it open and rub the soft side over 
the paper, and it will look quite fresh.— 
N. Y. Post. 

—For an Irish stew take cold meat 
that has been kept from a roast, and cut 
it into small pieces and put it into a 
stew-pan, with sliced potatoes and 
onions; season with ~ rd and salt, 
and mix a tablespoonful of flour with 
two of water, and stir in while cooking. 

—Buckwheat short-cake: A pint of 
sour milk, a teaspoonful of soda and a 
little salt. Stir in enough buckwheat 
flour to make a stiff batter, and bake in 
thin sheets. A spoonful of butter may 
be rubbed through the flour. By many 
this is liked better than pancakes. Nice 
eaten with honey or molasses.—The 
Household. 

—Black teeth in pigs do not produce 
disease, but are the symptoms of it. 
This is an important distinction. Dusty 
pens are likely to cause thumps, and 
vermin induces mange. The pig wal- 
lows in the mire in order to clean him- 
self, and as he is cleaner in habit than 
may be supposed, there is a necessity 
for providing him clean quarters. 


—aA palatable corn pudding is made 
of one pint of grated green corn or one 
can of preserved, one pint of milk, two 
eggs beaten well, one tablespoonful of 
butter, one teaspoonful of salt, and half 
a teaspoonful of pepper. Butter a dish 
that will hold about a quart, mix the 
seasoning and eggs with the corn and 
the butter, which should be melted first, 
and then the milk, and bake in a mod- 
srate oven half an hour.—xchange. 


—Apple preserves: Allow three-quar- 
ters of a pound of sugar to each pound 
of fruit. Select good flavored fruit. 
Make a sirup of the sugar and boil in it 
a piece of root ginger (bruised and tied 
in a bag) until the strength is well ex- 
tracted. Add a little lemon juice, skim 
off the scum and boil in the sirup a few 
apples at a time, until the pieces look 
transparent. As you take the pieces out, 
put into bottles. When all are cooked, 
boil down the sirup and pour over.— 
The Household. 





Hops. 
The culture of hops 1s one of those 
special branches of agriculture which 
requires for its success much skill in its 
practice, and _ persistent adherence 
through bad years as well as good; 
through low prices, losses by insect rav- 
ages, damage by diseases, and by patient 
resistance to that intense desire for 
change which is the especial bane of the 
hop-grower. For skill can only be 
gained by much and long observation 
and experience, and the impatient hop- 
grower, reduced to unnecessary despair 
by a few years of trouble from blight, 
mildew, lice and grubs, and who in a 
petulent mood plows up his yards, often 
finds, to his more intense disgust the 
next year, when he has no hops, that 
they are selling at such prices as would 
have well recompensed him for all his 
past losses, paid him well for his pres- 
ent labors, and have left him a comfort- 
able balance to go against future mis- 
fortune. How this want of contidenee 
and impatience of disappointment affects 
this business is shown by the decrease 
of it in Wisconsin, where, ten years ago, 
4,000,000 pounds of hops were produced, 
but after two or three years of partial 
failure the more exuberant, btit less pa- 
tient, Western farmer plowed up his 
plantations, made firewood of his poles, 
and went to growing wheat to such an 
extent as to reduce the product precisely 
one-half; and yet the soil and climate of 
Wisconsin are well adapted for this 
growth. 
The variations in the price of hops are 
very great, as may be seen by the fol- 
owing table for the past eighteen years:

Nor does this variation occur only by 
reason of differences in the product here 
by which values might be equalized, as 
when a large yield at a low price might 
be as valuable as a small yield at a high 
price, but it depends, also, upon the 
foreign product to a large extent, and 
in this case it is apparent the American, 
hop-grower might, perhaps, have a dis- 
astrous season as regards growth and at 
the same time a very low price because 
of a large foreign crop; but he may also 
have a large yield at the time of a high 
price because of a failure of the crop 
abroad. Thus itis seen there is a very 
large element of uncertainty in this bus- 
iness of hop-growing, which gives to it 
something of the nature and excitement 
of a lottery in which there are no_posi- 
tive blanks and some very profitable 
prizes. 

The cost of growing hops is chiefly in 
the planting of the yard and the fur- 
nishing of the poles. The sets from 
which the plants are grown are runners 
from old roots and are planted eight 
feet apart. The hop is diccious, that 
is, having staminate flowers and _pistil- 
late flowers upon separate plants; and 
for the fertilization of the latter one 
plant of the former kind is required to 
every sixty-three of the latter, or one to 
a square of eight hills each way. The 
vines require short stakes the first year, 
one being set to each hill, and the yield 
is from 200 to 400 pounds. In the fall 
the roots are covered with coarse 
manure, both for protection and for 
fertilizing. Proper cultivation of the 
soil is required, as for a corn crop. The 
total cost of setting out and furnishing a 
yard is about $350 per acre. Much of 
the largest part of the cost is in pro- 
viding the stakes. The usual yield in a 
fair year is about 700 pounds per acre; 
1,200 is an unusually good yield, and 
those growers who reach the-e figures 
this year—if any do—with hops at fifty 
cents will be very forimnate.— Henry 
Stewart, in New Yoru Times. 





Agate Polishing. 


#Oberstein, a beautiful little town 
about two and a half hours distant by 
rail from Kreuznach, is, with its com- 
panion village of Idar close by, the 
center of a peculiar and quite rene’ 
industry, the grinding and polishing of 
agates. These stones are found here in 

eat abundagce, and are also bronght 
m South America to be cut. For 
centuries past the inhabitants of these 
two little towns have been engaged in 
this one employment. There are at least 
fifty polishing mills on the banks of the 
picturesqre river that runs through both 
villages, and she setting of the agates in 
silver and other metals furnishes occu- 
ation to nearly one hundred families. 
the shops and Gewerbehalle are in- 
nunerable beautiful specimens of 
agates, cut and uncut, mounted and un- 
mounted. The polishing mills are 
small, roughly built wooden houses, one 
story high, directly over the river, and 
the great grindstones, worked by water 
ower, come up through the floor of the 
ovel, for it is nothing better. There 
are five or six workmen in each mill 
who are obliged to lie down flat on their 
stomachs, holding the agates in their 
hands against the rapidly revolving 
grindstone. ‘Their faces are close to it, 
they must not stir nor turn to the right 
nor the left, and there they lie the day 
long, toiling for the merest pittance.— 
Philadelphia Bulletin.
